The 
appellant, the Southern Pacific Company, was represented 
by General W. H. L. Barnes, and the respondent by James 
G. Maguire and Joseph Leggett. The judgment was sus- 
tained, and Judge McFarland concurred. This is not one 
of the cases in the mind of Mr. Maguire when he refers, 
as he does so -frequently, to the overshadowing influence 
of the Southern Pacific Company upon the Republican 
judicial ticket.' 


The foregoing are a few only of notable instances in the 


judicial record of Thomas B. McFarland. 
It is in order 


to call for the instances wherein Judge McFarland has 
shown a partiality for railroads, or has manifested a dis- 
position to make decisions arbitrarily on their behalf. If 
the charges against him which have been bruited about in 
this regard are true, the decisions may be cited in support 
of these charges. Let them be forthcoming or let those 
who make them forever hereafter hold their peace.

It is easy to make charges concerning the predilections 


of a judge. It is easy to say that he favors corporations, 
or that he is prejudiced against a certain class of citizens; 
but it is equally easy to refute these statements. 


What a judge will do is determined by what he has 


done. When a charge is made of partiality for any class 
or prejudice against another class, it can be sustained or 
refuted from the record a judge has made on the bench. 


It has been charged that Thomas B. McFarland has fav- 


ored the railroad corporations of this State and is their 
subservient tool. If this be true, it will not be difficult to 
sustain it by recitation of the decisions he has rendered. 
If it is false, the record he has made as a jurist is equally 
open and may be depended upon for refutation. 


We have been at pains to ascertain how Judge McFar- 


land has stood upon cases to which the Railroad Com- 
pany was a party litigant, and we present herein a review 
of these cases and commend them to the attention of 
voters. 


The first case to which attention is called was entitled 


Chase vs. The South Pacific Coast Railroad Company, in 
which Pillsbury & Blanding were for the appellant and 
D. M.'Delmas for the respondent. Here a Santa Cruz 
judge had refused, on the demand of the corporation, to 
change the place of trial to San Francisco, its principal 
place of business. 
The order was affirmed, and Judge 


McFarland wrote the opinion (83 California, 469-473). 


In Lehrman vs. S. P. Company, there had been a ver- 


dict for the defendant, and a new trial was granted by the 
lower court. The order was affirmed, and again the opin- 
ion was written by Judge McFarland (87 California, 
426-427). 


In Bennett vs. S. P. Company, where a child trespasses 


upon the railroad and had been hurt, there was a verdict 
of $8,500 for the plaintiff. 
The judgment and order re- 


fusing a new trial were affirmed. The opinion was written 
by Judge DeHaven, but Judge McFarland concurred (91 
California, 300-304). 


In Flora Morgan vs. S. P. Company, for injuries to a 


woman at Delano, the large verdict of $15,000 was re- 
covered. Important questions of law were discussed, and 
it was insisted that the verdict was excessive. The South- 
ern Pacific Company was represented by E. L. Craig and 
E. B. Carpenter. Judge McFarland wrote the opinion 
sustaining the verdict and judgment (95 California, 
501-509).

lost. Tho judgment was affirmed and Judge McFarland 
wrote one of his most cogent and conclusive opinions, in 
which he sustained city ordinances intended for the pro- 
tection of travelers, and enforced the rule of strict dili- 
gence against the railroad corporations, with special ref- 
erence to the necessities of large cities (97 California, 
5G2-567). 


In Davis vs. S. P. Company, there had .been a verdict 


in favor of the plaintiff for $15,300 for personal injuries, 
which by the local Superior Court of San Francisco was 
reduced to $9,000, and the reduction accepted. But the 
Southern Pacific Company, with General W. H. L. Barnes 
for its attorney, contested the reduction, and claimed that 
the lower court had no option but to grant or refuse a new 
trial. Again the order and judgment were affirmed, and 
Judge McFarland wrote the opinion. 
The points on this 


appeal were of unusual delicacy and were closely argued 
(98 California, 17-19). 


Strassman vs. S. P. Company was a case in which the 


plaintiff, for personal injuries, was awarded $8,000. On 
appeal most difficult questions of negligence and con- 
tributory negligence were.ably discussed, and the charge 
of the court below was subjected to rigid criticism. 
But, 


with the concurrence of Judge McFarland, again the ver- 
dict was sustained (102 California, 144-151). 


The case of Southern Pacific Railroad Company vs. 


Frank M. Pixley was an action to recover deferred pay- 
ments under contract for the purchase of land in San 
Diego county. The suit was commenced in San Francisco, 
and a demurrer to the complaint, attacking the jurisdic- 
tion, was overruled in the Superior Court. 
But the 


Supreme Court, through Jxidge McFarland, reverse^ the 
ruling and ordered the action dismissed (103 California 
119-121). 


In Franklin vs. Southern California Motor Company 


for personal injuries, there was a verdict for $1,750 
favor of the plaintiff. This ease embraced some of th' 
nicest points of lawjihat have ever been considered in th 
State. The opinion was written by Justice Fox, but th 
judgment was upheld and Judge MoFarland concurred.

accredited here. 
The department will now be called 


upon to determine whether the Great- 
er Republic shay be given full recog- 
nition, but as it opposed the dispatch 
of Minister Merry to Central America, 
and has further, .It has baen charged, 
exsrted its influence to procure the con- 
struction of the canal by Great Brit- 
ain rather than by the. United States, 
it is doubtful if Minister Merry will be 
accredited to it, for the present at 
least. 
Before such action could he taken 
Congress would have to specially, make 
an appropriation for accrediting a Min- 
ister to the Greater Republic. Senator 
Morgan, has violently opposed such ac- 
tion',' arid the authorities have no rea- 
son to Relieve he -will 'change his atti- 
tude.
